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Some Thoughts on Hearst!

T he Iiidcpmdence League—Hear»t‘s orgaiuzatiOT iii New'York 
—hat sent an answer to the letter of resignation of Comrade 
James Graham Phelps Stokes, which our readers will find in 
another column of this paper. , 

There it nothing particolarly new in the Hearst epistle—at least 
nothing ttat Ac great mast of newspaper readers did not know. 

Mr. Hearst* declares that he does not believe in Sodaltsm and that 
he it opposed to it He repeats that he k only committed to the public 
awiwrsbip of public utiiitiet. He says again that he is not-opposed to 
cnitaiism, iRi|ii|e or small. He wants m ‘'greatest opportnrity for 
all typical citizeiis along typical- American tines’* wh a tever that n.eans. 
Me thinks that all the “existing evils can and will be remedied by 
"Amrrieanum." 

That is about the gist of the Hearst pronunciamento.

Now the New York Social'tis arc calling Hearst a swindler and a 
humbugger because of this letter. They say tliat they have all s.long 
claimed that Hearst was no Socialist and was simply “swindling" the 
workingmen. 

We have to defend Hearst against this unjust accusation. 

William Randolph Hearst has never in print or by word of month 
claimed to be a Socialist. He has all along claimed- the contrary. 
He has continually cried from the house-tops that n. was oj^xised to 
Socialism as such—that is, tlat he was opposed to the common own¬ 
ership of the means of production and distrinution. He has never stood 
fcr more than the “putnic ownership of public utilities” and similar re¬ 
forms thaU go with it. It was not Mr. Hearst, but his enemies—^big 
capitalists in the Democratic and Republican camps—who called Hearst 
a “Socialist.” He always dented iL 

So it is surely not his fault that some people prefer to believe his 
enemies rather than his own words. 

As a matter of fact—besides some vague idea of public owner¬ 
ship and anti-trust—Mr Hearst never seemed to have any definite 
polittod creed. But it has become a very definite creed within him, that 
ne, William Randolph Hearst, should become president of the United 
States, no matter how or on wliat ticket. He was willing and is still 
willing to accept any way or any nomination that looks like getting 
there. The Independence League, the Democratic party, or Tam¬ 
many hall, — all K>ok alike to him. - 4 - have not the least doubt that 
if the ProAiibitionists could make “a noise like getting enough -votes," 
Mr. Hearst would be willing to ride astride the water barrel to the 
,'White House. He permitted the printing of some brilliant Socialist 
articles in his papers, because thne articles buih up his papers and be¬ 
cause he did not believe they were Socialistic. He thought ' they 
were only "common sense." He evidently did not know that Socialism 
and "common sense” have come to be the same thing in our gen- 
cratkm. 

Besides, knowledge swindles nobody. And what - people have 
learned from these articles is pure gain.

But the letter of the Indqiendence League contains one phrase 
which also seems to gjve the cue for the mtr cry of the Ilearst 
party. 

Mr. Hearst says, he stands for “Americanism” as opposed to 
"Socialism." ■ 

This at once suggests an appeal to the old prejudices that Social¬ 
ism is "un-American and foreign.” It is an i^>p^ to an old antiquated 
and stupid prejudice, -and I am glad to note that we do not find the 
honored name of Arftur Brisbane under that document. 

Any one who knovra the least bit of pcditical economy, knows 
also that Socialism b no more “foreigh'* to America than is capi¬ 
talism. One is a phase of dvUisalioH based upon economic conditions 
and sou the other. 

But Mr. Hearst says in explanation of his phrase that "whm the 
country requires b a return to fundamental AiiKrican methods^ free 
opportunity to aO," etc. 

Now if fAtr b his "Americanbm," then we are truly sorry lor Mr. 
Hearst and hb League.^

For what docs Mr. Hearst mean by a "return to the fundamental 
Ameri^ awdiods?" Our present methods-r-business methods, poli¬ 
tical methods and social meuiods—are based upon die c^ihaUst mode 
of prodnctioii. ibxw social production. Does Mr. Hearst mean that we 
^ to return to toe ww of individnal production of our forefathers? 
That b impossible, udividnal production b dead, or dying. 

And what cbe does he mean by Z^tmerican" method? "Individ- 
safism ' has been more unbridled in fl&s country than anywhere else. 
CspfiaUsin, which-sras hampered in other countries by the remnants 
of fendalim stiH found all over Europe even to-day, has had full 
array, in. America.' There b not anothtf country -in the world, (and 
•diforiab in the Hearst pajpers have said sq immmerable times) where 
fhe unh am p er ed individualtsm of the Rockefellers, Belmonts, Ryans, 
etc, wonki be so tolerated for an instant 

Unrestrained indhridualiam was Thomas Jefferson’s ideal- But in 
•^effersoa's thne, ev er y able-bodied and half-wav diligent man was the 
naater and ffw maker of hb own -fortunes, in tnb country. Untram- 
Ktilld faMfividualbrn and free competition were therefore nenled. 'They 
were the central ideas of the foremost thifikers of the day. 

But tboae data are gone New inventions, the a^ication of 
steam and tlectnchy, hive ch^ed the entire mode of productioo. 
Ganpetition hat Icflled competition. We now hve ha ffie era of the trusts. 
Now what are wtgpmig to do? Are we to go back to the methods of 
producrion and the ynyt of our fore-fathers, in order to have individ- 
natbtt? Arc we to onash np the 10,000-ton steam hammer of the 
ABbOtthnert oaaqwny and make a hundred thouaend little ham- 
wen" out of it. so that they ean again be naed individnaUy? Are we 
to do away with the steam hxmis of the textile tn«rt and go back to the 
handioonisofOar grcat-modinothers? And. can we Imm the un¬ 
bounded dbow-room and the coundess free acrea of our forefathers? 

But if we are to adhere to the American idea of the individ- 
aahsip of our forcfsffiers, we would' have to go badt to their sraya of 
Vnisiev leasM things as they are.

St. Petersburg, July«8.—At noon today revolutionists attacked 
a passenger train at CzcnstocFowa, near Warsaw, and Idtted Connk 
Zuccato, general commanding a brigade of frontier guards; General 
Westenring, Chief of Customs Guards; M. Dcniinenko, Chief Casts, 
ier of the Customs, and wounded five soldiers. 

The train was loaded with soldiers, who resisted the nttack; (mt : 
were worsted by the rebels, who then looted the train. 

Authorities here are a.stoun<Icd at the news and the revohitknibto 
hail it as the “Russbn Battle of Lexington," which it closdy re¬ 
sembles. 

The latest storm center b at Proskurov, in the goviinmeiit of 
Podolcb, Southwestern Russb. The attempt of a large detachment; 
of dragoons to arrest a number of revolutionist leaders there resulted 
in a pitched battle between the troopers and the inhabitants of the 
city. 

When the dragoons seized thepatriots the diurch bells were ruEg 
to sound a general alarm. 

The whole population gathercrl in response to this appeal and at¬ 
tacked the dragoons, who were dri .-cn out of tlie city in lieadlong 
rout. . 

The city is now barricaded and fortifications are being erected in 
the outskirts- The inhabitants dedare they will fight the Czar's 
soldiers to the dfeatli.

The tnist and the monofioly are here, whether 
we wish it W'not. The only question is whether they shall be 
public or prfeate monopolies. 

Private * likinopoly is a ctirse to the nation. Thus we 
see the coal ■’inist making untold million.s out of the sufferings 
of the poor, the oil trust piling up the greatest *fortime the world 
hai ever seitikniipon tlic rum of innumerable .small deale's and' in de¬ 
fiance of a(f laws and courts of justice, the meat tr-ist sending 
thousands cH -wisuspccting human beings to an early grave by selling 
diseased mratisinqily to make dividends and heap up millions' .Similar 
statements oauld be proven against all the other trusts. 

Therefore the Social-Dcnwcratic party demands tliat the produc¬ 
tion of this country shall be taken away from the contro' or' a finall 
number of irresponsible mcii whose only airfi is to exploit its to the 
last limit of our cnc'urance. without regard to human life or welfare. 

There is nn relief to be expected from any of the old parties. 

Formerly, the Repui-Iican party was tlic favorite political organi¬ 
zation of caputalism, while the Democratic party stood for the middle 
class. But since the trusts have bought the Democratic party, there is 
no difference Intween the two. They both stand for capitalism and 
the present economic sv-stem. 

With this in view, the Social-Democratic party of the state

Third, to enact' a law, granting every wage worker over 60 years 
of age, who lbs earned less than $1000 a year and has been a citi¬ 
zen of the ^‘United States for sixteen years at least, a pension of 
not less than $13 a month for the rest of his life. 

Fourth, to bring about the enactment of a national law by which 
the government of the United States shall lend the cities and town¬ 
ships money oil bonds issued by said cities and townships. Such' 
loans shall .be made in Icc^l tender and without interest, the 
refund to tike place in twenty years in equal shares. The monev 
shall have its intrinsic value secured by the bonds and the assessed 
valuation of the city or townshipthat receives the loan, and it shall 
be canceled with the bonds as fiastas the hxin is refund^. 

Fifth, to amend the United States constitution so as to abolish 
the United States Senate, which is a. bulwark of capitalism and 
truttocracy.—the general referendum of all the people to take its 
place as a check, under proper provisions. Furthermore to elect 
United States judges by the p^le of their resjlcctive districts, for 
terms not to exceed six years—instead of having them appointed by 
the president—this in order to make an end of government by in¬ 
junction.

L. A. Pohlc says in "ms work "The Trusts of Industrial 
Capitalists," “As a rule, the cotnbinalion of employers is jtut as fan 
superior to the orgonisL^ion of workingmen at the individual employtK 
is superior to the individual working man." 

From ail this it follows, t'nat much asistiAce from the trades no* 
ions is impossible for large branches of workingmen. And the agri* 
cultural laborers collectively and severally come under this head a^ 
demand attention by their great influx into the cities and industrial 
circles- 

The condition of these workingmen can be improved only by gov- 
emmental and legislative measures. And therefore to stand for these 
m.'asures above all is the duty of the trades unions, because they have 
the advantage of independence and often also of insight over those 
who must be helped. 

Moreover this is for the interest of the trades unions, as thqn 
must want to prevent the influx of badly paid workingm^ WbiH 
ever therefore advises the trades unions to keep out of politics, injuree 
them most severely, for it is quite imposible that theu cm attatu cm 
the basis of pure indes union activity that which they wish to attaim 
and must attain. 

The trades tmion press especially must aim to exert a clear and 
stimulating influence on all the above-mentioned pc^tical qt s esbos w . 
And at the same time, it must keep in sight the universal eooaoade 
development, the conditions of the labor market and the world mar¬ 
ket, inventions and discoveries which are important to economic life, 
the social politics of governments and parliaments and factory in- 
spectiem and its results. 

The trades union's field of activity is therefore larn and coot>^ 
prehensive. And if rightly worked, it must bear fruits which will ne-'i 
cessarily conduce to universal economic and political progress. IThe 
final in^allment of this timely translation will appear next week.]

To Have Union Funerals. 

Five thousand trade • unionists 
have alrcafh' purchased certificates 
from the Lmion Burial association 
of Chicago, proi-iding for a strictly 
union burial for themselves or their 
families; wiihin sixty days as many 
more members of labor organiza¬ 
tions wdll have made similar i.r- 
rangcmenls. This is the announce¬ 
ment made by Secretary E, N. 
Nockels of tlie Qiicago Federation 
of I.jibor. 

In order to complete the piin of 
liaWng trade union principles "ad¬ 
hered to at the obsequies of union¬ 
ists or of members of their families, 
it is now proposal that a uniixi 
cemclar)' be secured. If the idea 
is carrie<l ont. union officials say. 
a chain of unionism from tlic 
cradle to the grrave will be estab¬ 
lished. 

“.All indications point to a suc¬ 
cessful realization Of our p)an to 
iiavc union burials in Chicago-" 
[said Secretary Nockels. "Wc now- 
have an opportunity through the 
offer of the burial association to 
lunit the cost of the burial of adult> 
to $50. and of children under 13 
years of age to $3;. Incidentally, 
a strong blow can m dealt the un¬ 
dertakers' combine in Qiicago. 
which has been charging exorbi¬ 
tant prices.” 

R. G. Siniili, a memlwr of the 
burial association, told a few ways 
in whiih undertakers make large 
profits on funerals; 

"Tlie best broadcloth casket in 
the county can be ptircliased by an 
undertaker for $33.” said Mr. 
Smith. "He will charge you as 
many hundreds of dollars fur it as 
he thinks you are willing to pay. 
Six dollars is cliargeil for placing 
crape on the iloor, and after it has 
liccn used, it is cut up and distribut¬ 
ed among the pallbearers at the 
next fnneral to be placed on their 
coat sleeves. A chargc of $3.50 is 
made for this seeyice. Candles are

f The paOt that leads to the bsmhcl is well wore 
in Milwaukee. Girls, daughtoa and siston who 
have been loved and honored in anny a home circle, 
arc treading it every day. It is tbe penalty they pay 
for their participation in the tM^iwardness that Im 
especially spread over downtoSm .Milwaukee like 
a noisome rhdld since the so-caIkI Rose open-town _ 
got into full swing. Sime girib would fall even if 
Uie Rose policy had never bera ppanuilgated, but not 
so many as now, when there is not the least effort 
to pul a check upon it. The men that "go wrong" 
dress like princes and drive hast horses—and tne 
girls'go. to a living decay in sotnc brothel and the world does not give 
a rip. 

■J'hc story of one such life wreck came out in the testimony in a 
case in Judge Halsey’s court this week, when a Mrs Davis , told of 
finding her daughter, who waa employed at Gimticls’, in a den on 
Johnwn street a few months a|po. We reprint the story as given in 
the Free Press: A 

"'I'here was not a dry eyc 4 n Judge Halsey's■ murt room yester- 
tlav whilc~Mrs. hilia David wtif telling the story of how she found 
NiLira, hef .daugfiter, in a disr^utable resort on lohnson street in 
Clctober. Mrs. David, a fraiT, little woman on'waose faev and form 
sorrow was written in deep-Iin« character, told he- story simply, tear¬ 
fully but with evident determination to lay bare the facts in thar naked 
wretchedness. 

“It was late in the month nf October,” said Mrs. David on the 
witness stand, "when Mr. I.amin, a friend of the family came to vres 
3-'t told me he had foimd Kor^ Although friends tried to persuade 
me not to go into that awful place I determined to go with him and 
try to save my little girl. It was about eight o’clock at night when we 
reached the house on Johnsan street, where Mr. l.amin bad found 
Nora. We went through the 4 iar.room into a large room. There 
were several girls sitting arouiyl the room, dressed in scanty attire, but 
Nora was not there. 

‘“Is Nora here?’” asked "Mr- I..anin. 

"I heard a chair crash to the floor, md my girl stepped out from 
behind the door. She. too, wtn scantily dres^. 

" ‘My God, my mother,’ ske said, and staggerci! hack. I reached 
out my arms to her, and said:.'Nora, my girl, come home with your 
mother, won’t vou ?’ ’’ 

Mrs David closed her c'-cs and sobbed aloud as if she saw again 
the picture of her daughter’s shame. But she soon regained her self- 
{xisscssion and resumed her slory. ^ 

"Nora stared at me, as if she did not understand for a moment, 
and then she saw Mr. Laniin. 

‘“I’ll kill you for this,’ she cried at Mr. Lamin. And all the 
while she screamerl like a mad womar«, and the miserable women, her 
companions, ran terror-stricken iTora the room. -Then the barkeeper 
came in and Nora fainted. 

‘I knelt beside my poor wayward girl and kissed her forehead. 
"VVon’t you come home with nie,”I pleaded, but she did not hear me. 
"When she came back to consciousness the barkeqx-r said: ‘Nora, go 
up stairs and change yoiu clothes, and go home with your mother. 
She is a good woman-” 

"Nora went up stairs, and while she was gon# I talked with the 
barkeeper about the wretched lives t!;ose poor wottrti lead. He had 
kind eyes, and seemed sorry for me. He said therejwcrc many worse 
places i.a Milwaukee than this one. 

" 'God help the poor women, then,’ I said. AAd then Nora came 
down, and I took her home with me.’ ” 

In the papers filed in court Mrs. David’s dangkier Nora made the 
claim tlut she was not an inmate of the Johnson stfeet place, but that 
another Gimbel gir' had become an inmate and owtU her a small sum 
of money and she merely went there to collect it. This claim was over¬ 
thrown by the testimony of the motlier. 

The path to Johnson street and other brothel itreets in Milwau¬ 
kee if not without its way stations. Tlte victims oMk their first mis- 
st^ in the bed-houses of the Lewis “hotel” type • 4 the "Fashion” 
wine rooms and bed rooms. From those places r;A flteir progress to 
the ilhyss >s rapid and inevitable. 


Awfully ridiculous is the claim made by Aid. Walter that he 
visited ih*> places blacklisted by the council and found nothing wrong. 
Some weeks ago the members of the license committee alsovisited these 
places and said they looked all right. And it was t^ jest of the men 
about (own. They squinted their eyes and laughed at the cuteness of it. 
.•Md. Walter says Henderer’s place is all right and also Lewis’ “hotel.” 
Did he suppose the "hotel” was going to have its bed bugs on exhibi¬ 
tion for his benefit ? jVnd did he go at night time when t& business of 
the place begins, or during the day when the beds look trim and the 
rooms well aired I And did he visit the ‘'Fashioa's” rooms overhead 
during the busy time after dark, when the nightly crop of shop girls and 
others is bein^ brought in, or the adjoining bed rooms that belong to 
t! ; "Fashion’^ suite—bed rooms, mind yon, and Henderer does not 
claim to be running a "hotel (” Aid. Walter would do much better, 
and not be in such a ridiculous position, if he camr out frankly and said 
that these places are undoubtedly immoral but that modem capitalistic 
conditions demand them, and that there are such .powerful interests in¬ 
volved that it would be a calamity to the "Greater^ Milwaukee move¬ 
ment to embarass the traSic. 

'The aldermen are in a peculiar positioo- Preaent conditions make 
city immorality inevitable, yet no conscientious akkmian has a moral 
right to vote a license to places he knows to be utterly vicious, and in 
which the crime of seduction is nightly cemunitted. And this traffic in 
woman’s virtue is gaining such headway that it is engulfing the town. 
A certain amomit of check is absolutely necessary, or cbe the next time 
the decency of the city will not be able to wrest ti*.- city government 
from gan^ters as it partially succeeded in dob'^' when Dave Rme 
was OTcrturoed. The conscientious aldermen ''npukl insist on a stan¬ 
dard being established in the dealing of the dty vriih its immorality. 
Even the chief of police tried to do this.altbougii inn hvpooriticnl way, 
when he based his blacklist on the idea that ttlooni and bonnes of 
prostitution should not be operated under the sane roof. To license 
a saloon that is really a be<l-houee it to lioenK prontitution. Let the al¬ 
dermen set this standard: That no place that trakn muney out of the 
slutme of the women shall be licensed, and tbE/ tiien have a rule of 
action that will save their consciences and have wU; approval of the 
good citizenship of the people. 

It is hard to imagine men at this age of httaHa^'s progress ready 
and willing to go out on a man hunt and to shoot in cold blood. Yet' 
this spectacle has been afforded in the case of tto "outlaw" Dietz, of 
Cameron dam. Tlie sheriff of Sawyer county MCncil to have no 
trouble in getting such bloodthirsty specimens in ^lilwaukee. 

Of one of these men, the leader, we do not .Hear very gtxid re¬ 
ports. He is said to have a labor record that spegBs treactary to his 
fellow workmen, in short, to have at tui|es synaB as a professkwal 
strike-breaker. And the cowardice of the prnifytoul strike-breaker 


was shown in the recent attempt to Shoot the Cameron dam "outlaw,” 
for after the pbsse of bloodthirsty Milwaukeeans had tried to kill the 
"outlaw" and his family and the return fire had wounded one of the 
posse, Hoeft and his crew ran away tike the cowards they were and 
left their unfortunate companion to crawl to safety as best hi: mi^ht 
Of course we well understand that the Hoeft type of human' being » a 
product of our present system, a poison flower produced by the suffer¬ 
ings of the poor, a product bereft of humane instincts or fedings of 
class solidarity by unwholesome living conditions. We may be proud 
that in spite of this fact the preponderating number of the working 
people still possess nobility and humanity. 

The recent attack on the life of Dietz in the interests of the pluto¬ 
cratic lumber company that lurks in the background of the affair has 
served a good purpose, it would seem. For it has turned the tide of 
public feeling to Dietz and his plucicy fight for his rights against all 
the subtle man-crushing injustices of our modem system of court jus¬ 
tice. It has called attention to the fact that Dietz being a poor man 
would have been as a baby against the lumber company if it could 
have lured or driven him mto court 

There's latv and order and law and order. Let the capitalist pre¬ 
scribe the law and order and the poor man who obeys b stripped. And 
they are bring stripped eve^ day, the country over. Capitalism b 
well able to nay a man’s hide from hb body according to the rules
